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An untested Spanish source from informants as indicated in the text, 
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A Gatalan Socialist leader active in clandestine circles told source toward 
the end of December 1948 that the Montseny, or apolitical, faction of the 
Confederacion Nacional del Trabajo was frr more important numerically in 
Barcelona than the faction which collaborates with anti-Franco political 
eroups.

The collaborationist CNT, 
according to the informant, is of slight importance, whereas the number 

of workers controlied by the Montseny CNT waa estimeted at 50,000. 


Most of the activities of the Montseny CNT are carried on by individual 


groups without coordination with their central organs; frequently the Cenetista 


group of one factory has no contact with that of another factory in the 
immediate vicinity, Thus the CNT's weakness, according to the informant, is 
that what could be a large and powarful organization is reduced to a 
multiplicity of centers without a cohesive force. [MMM Comment. this
